And he, and they that accompanied him thither, were 
in that City, abiding certain Days, Verſe 12. In which 
time it doth evidently appear, they had gotten to them- 
ſelves Hearers, For it is ſaid in the 13. Verſe, On the 
Sabbat, Day we went out of the City by a River fide, 
where Prayer was wont to be made. A place choſen 
Sutable to their purpoſe : that thoſe that embraced the 


Faith, might there be Baptized. And we are to take 


Notice, that it was the Women that met there; For &. 
Paul ſaith, We Sat down, and fpake unto the Women 


which reſorted thither. Fut the Men of the City roſe up a- 
gainſt them, And the Magiſtrates rent off their clothes, and 


commanded to beat them, and mhen they had laid many 
Stripes upon th m, they caſt them into Priſon, Charging the 
Jaylor to keep them ſafe/v Verſe 22, 23. At which time 
the Jajlor and all his were convicted, and baptized. Verſe 


30, 31, 33. And Lidia was a Succourer of them, both 


before and after their impriſonment, Verſe 15, 40. 


And it was the men that pretended to be know ing ; 
in the Scriptures, that withſtood the Apoſtles Doctrine | 


and ſtir'd up the devout and Honourable Women, and 
the chief Men of the City, 4e 13. 50. againſt St. Paul 
for declaring the Truth. And of the Greeks it is ſaid, 
That the Honourable Women Believed, Acts. 17. 1 2. where 
by it is figntfiyed that there was not many honourable 
Men that did there believe, becauſe there js no mention 
made of them. „ >

But St Paul wrote this to the Church of Co- I 
rinth, where without doubt, he found the Men more in- 
duſtrious to underſtand the Truth: and that the Wo- 
men might be too troubleſome to them, by asking them: 
doo many impertinentQueſtions, in the Church or j u). 
lick Meetings. Therefore he faith, Let your Mo:nen 
keep Silence in the Church, for it is not per mitted unto them 
to ſpeak, but to ask their Husbands at home. 
And whereas St. Paul ſaith, 1 Tim. 2. 12. ſuffer ut 
a Womans to teach, Thereby ſhewing he ſpake this from 
himfelf And if it is to be taken as here expreſt, the 
which ! cannot ſo underſtand him, becauſe then he con- 
tradits himſelf : and alſo it not being agrecable to the 
reſt ot the Scriptures, therefore of no force. And he 
detires the Churches to be Followers of him, even as he is 
of Chriſt 1 Cor. 11 x. But the Churches are to follow 
none, but as they follow Chriſt. But Chriſt gave no 
ſuch Command as this of St. Paul, but left other Exam- 
ples, as | have before cited. And in St Pauls time one 
Maa had Four Daughters, Virgins, which did Prophe- 
ſie, Acts 21. 9. And were they not to ſpeak in the 
Church, which then were in the Believers Houſes - to 
whom were they then to declare their Propheſies to?

of St. Paul together, we may uncerſtand his meaning, 


which, if we take them, nor conſidering how they were 
ſpoken, then they are plain Contradictions as we here
